Directions on the zoth of June laſt, have 
procured from Mr. Cockerel, the Architect to this 
Corporation, the following Memorial, containing 
his Opinion as to the general Principles neceſſary to 
be adhered to in letting the Land ſurrounding the 
Hoſpital on building Leaſes; together with a Plan 
for arranging the Ground Eaſt and South Eaſt of 
the Hoſpital, ſo that it may be immediately offered 
2 ſuch Builders as are inclined to contract for the 
lame.

AFFAIRS of BUILDING on the LANDS 
BELONGING THERETO. 


In the Formation of a Plan for the Arrangement 


of tho Ground furrounding the Foundling Hoſpital, 


ſo that it may be let to the beſt Advantage on 
Building Leaſes, there are Four principal Objects 
to be attended to. 


Firſt, The Hoſpital itſelf, that ſuch an Area may 
be left around it, and ſuch ſpacious Avenues to that 
Area as ſhall ſecure to it (as much as is conſiſtent” 


with any Plan of Building) the Advantage of its 


preſent open Situation, and expoſe it as much as 
poſſible to the public View ; and that the Buildings 
to be erected near it, be ſo reſpectable as rather to 
raiſe than depreſs the Character of the Hoſpital 
itſelf, as an Object of national Nannen 


Secondly,

Secondly, That there ſhall be ſuch principal 
Features of Attraction in the Plan, as ſhall not be 


too great for a due Proportion to the Whole, but 
yet ſufficient to draw Adventurers to the ſubordinate 


Parts; and that thoſe ſubordinate Parts be fo cal- 
culated, as to compriſe all Claſſes of Building, from 
the firſt Claſs down to Houſes of Twenty five 

Pounds per Annum, without the lower Claſſes inter- 


fering with, and diminiſhing the Character of thoſe 


above them ; and particularly that the Stile of the 
Buildings at the ſeveral Boundaries be (in order to 
enſure Succeſs to the intermediate Parts) as re- 
ſpectable as poſſible, conſiſtent with their Situations 
and with Prudence in the Adventurers. 


Thirdly, That the Extremities of the general 


Plan do as nearly as poſſible correſpond in their 
relative Poſitions to thoſe Parts of the Town adjacent 
thereto, or to the Streets and other Places that may 
probably be projected near or adjoining, and that 
the great Lines of Communication through the 
Town may be kept as open as poſſible. 


Fourthly, That the Plan itſelf may be capable of 


-a gradual Execution, and that each Part may be 
compleat in itſelf, and not depend for its Succeſs, 


and a Return of Profit to the Undertakers, upon the 


Execution of the others. 


Upon theſe leading Principles a general Idea has 
been formed, of which the Plan for beginning the 
Undertaking on the Ground Eaſt and South Eaſt of 
the Hoſpital, now ſubmitted to the Conſideration 
of the Committee is a Part. HTS 
The Houſes fronting towards the Hoſpital on 


the Eaſt Side, to the Extent of about 550 Feet, 


are propoſed to be of the Firſt Claſs; the Space 
between them and the Hoſpital Garden Wall ”—_ 
| | about 
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about 200 Feet, it is propoſed to take about 50 
Feet for Areas, Pavement, and Public Way, and 
the Remainder againſt the Garden to be encloſed 
with Railing, and kept in Graſs with Walks, and 
planted with Shrubs. The Houſes North and South 
of this Diviſion, to be of a Third Claſs of Building. 
The Opening from Gray's Inn-Lane, being 100 Feet 
wide, is propoſed to be built with Houſes of the 
Second Claſs; thoſe in Gray's Inn-Lanxe, in the 
northern Entrance, and the South Boundary, to be of 
the Fourth Claſs, and ſo built as to be capable of 
Converſion into Shops hereafter, at a moderate 
Expence, when the Thoroughfare becomes more 
frequented; and the Houſes leading to Milman- 
Street, to be of the Fifth Claſs, that is from . 40 
to £.30-per Annum. The propoſed Opening through 
Mr. Doughty's Ground, into Gray's Inn- Lane, for 
which there is a Treaty now on foot, though not 
ſettled with his Agents, is conſidered as ſo advan- 
tageous to him, as to make his Aſſent highly pro- 
bable, and the Continuation of Jobhn- Street into that 
| 2 will enſure the Succeſs of the adjacent 
arts. | 


The Rent to be produced from the Whole of the- 
Building Ground, cannot be computed with any 
Degree of Certainty, there being ſo many collateral 
Circumſtances upon which it muſt depend; bur it 
cannot, at the loweſt Rate, be calculated at leſs 
than FOUR THOUSAND POUNDS per Annum 
in the Whole, when compleated, if a good general 
Plan be adopted on the Principle before ſtated; 
eſpecially as nearly the Whole of the Land is un- 
derſtood to be in the Pariſh of St. Pancras, where 
the Land Tax 1s conſidered as nothing; but with 
reſpect to that Part of the Plan now offered to the 
Committee, it cannot be ſtated ſo nearly (as the

partial Commencement of any extenſive untried ge- 


neral Undertaking cannot be brought to a correct 
Average, of what may be calculated upon the 


whole Work) but it will not probably be leſs than 


NINE HUNDRED POUNDS per Annum. 


The beſt Mode to be purſued for the Execution 


of the Undertaking, will probably be to ſpread the 
Building in Diviſions in each Line, and to make 
Bricks upon the Weſt Conduit Field, (which is ſup- 
poſed to have about Ten Acres of Brick Earth, of 
about Two Feet Six Inches average Depth, which 
will make at leaſt TWENTY-FIVE MILLIONS of 
Bricks) and to ſerve the Bricks that may be made to 
the Builders upon this Eſtate only, at the common 
Rates, which will yield a Profit of from Five 10 Six 
Shillings per Thouſand; and if - inſtead of taking 
Payment in Money, the Amount is charged upon 
each Building at the Rate of Six per Cent, by way 
of additional Ground Rent, it will (valuing Money 
at Four per Cent.) repay the Prime Coſt in Eighteen 
Years, and yield an Intereſt on the ſame of EIGHT 


per Cent. permanently ſecured on the Eſtates of 


the Hoſpital for the Remainder of the Term; in Ad- 
dition to which mutt be conſidered the grear acce- 
lerating Encouragement this will give the Builders 
themſelves, and conſequently encreaſe the Ground 


Rents of the progreflive Buildings, as well as be 


the Cauſe of the Whole Ground being covered 


much ſooner than without ſuch an Aid can be rea- 


ſonably expected.

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We have held ſeveral Converſations with Mr. 
Cockerel, on the Subject of his Memorial, and are 
ſatisfied that the general Principles laid down in it 
are juſt, and that it is for the Intereſt of this Corpo- 
ration, that they ſhould be adhered to as ſtrictly as 

poſſible. 23 
Me are not at preſent prepared to lay before you 
any general Plan for covering the Whole of the 
Hoſpital Eſtate with Buildings, having been chiefly 
impeded by the Difficulty of aſcertaining with any 
degree of Preciſion, the Probability of your being 
able to obtain a public Approach to your Eſtate, from 
the Weſt or South Welt, we not having been im- 
powered to treat with any Perſons on that Subject. 
We recommend the Adoption of Mr. Cockerel's 


Plan (delivered herewith) for arranging the Ground 


ſituated Eaſt and South Eaſt of the Walls of this 
Hoſpital; it being fo eonſtructed, as to be capable 
of being rendered compleat in itfelf, or of being 
adapted to any General Plan that may hereafter be 
reſolved on; and in order to carry this Plan into Ex- 
ecution it is neceſſary that we ſhould have Power to 
make Purchaſes, or Exchanges of Ground with Mr. 
Doughty, and the other Proprietors of the adjoining 


Eſtates, 


Me are fully convinced that oreat Advantage will 
reſult to the Corporation by making Bricks upon the 
Eſtate, wherever Brick Earth can be found, and by 


_ diſpoſing of them in the Manner propoſed by Mr. 


Cockerel, and therefore ſtrongly recommend that 
Meaſure : if the Brick Earth is of the Depth we ſup- 
pole it to be, it will yield a Profit of at leaſt FIVE 
HUNDRED POUNDS per Acre. 

We have received (by Reference from the Ge- 
neral Committee held the 22d Inſtant) a Propoſal 
from the Truſtees of the Rugby Charity, by Mr.

Jones their Receiver, for taking a Piece of Ground 
adjoining to their Eſtate, at the Back of Great 
Ormond-Street, (containing about Half an Acre) 
upon a long Leaſe, at the annual Rent of Twenty- 
five Pounds ; the Propoſal not containing any In- 
timations for what Purpoſe the ſaid Ground was to 
be uſed, which is of material Conſequence both as 
to any Annoyance that may proceed therefrom, and 
to any reverſionary Benefit that may accrue to this 

Charity, we directed Mr. Cockerel to apply to Mr. 
Jones to explain the ſame, whoſe- Anſwer is, that 


de he believes the Purpoſe is to keep off all Build- 


« ings as far as poſſible from the Eſtates of that 


« Charity.” | 
We are of Opinion that no Ground ſhould be let 


by this Corporation, ſo as to impede any general 


Plan of Building on this Eſtate ; but if the Truſ- 


tees of the Rugby Charity are inclined to take ſo 


much of the ſaid Ground only, as will leave a pa- 
rallel Breadth of One Hundred and Forty Feet from 
the South Wall of the Schools of the Hoſpital, 
which will reduce the Quantity applied for about 
Twenty Feet in Depth, we ſee no Objection to 
letting the ſame upon equitable Terms; provided 
the Truſtees ſhall, upon like equitable Terms, con- 
ſent to an Opening being made from Milman-Street, 
to the Eſtate of this Corporation. | | | 

We have alſo received a ſimilar Propoſal from 
John Holliday, Eſq; of Great Ormond- Street, for a 
Piece of Ground adjoining weſtward to that be- 
fore- mentioned, and containing ſomething more 


than One- fourth of an Acre, at the annual Rent of 


Fifteen Pounds, to which the ſame Obſervations 
reſpecting the Depth of the Ground will apply; 
and neither of theſe propoſed Rents are adequate to 
what the Ground will produce if let upon Building 
Leaſes: but if any Agreement ſhall be made with 

| | the 
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the Truſtees of the Rugby Charity, we ſee no Ob- 


jection to a like Agreement with Mr. Holliday. 


We have alſo received a Propoſal from Mr. 
James Burton, of New Bridge- Street, Black Friars- 
Bridge, Surveyor, for taking all the Ground on the 
Weſt Side of the Hoſpital, on a Building Leaſe of 
Ninety-nine Years, at the annual Rent of One 


Thouſand Four Hundred Pounds, which we conſi- 


der as being very much under its Value, and have 


therefore ſignified to him that his Propoſal cannot 


be accepted. We apprehend that it is not for the 
Intereſt of the Corporation to let any conſiderable 
Quantity of Ground to any one Perſon. _ 1 
We have had ſome Conferences with Mr. Frine, 
one of the Agents for the Truſtees of the New 
Road, reſpecting the Sale of a Quantity of Gravel 
from the North End of the Weſt Field; and we 
applied to the Duke of Bedford for Permiſſion to 
lead the ſame over his private Road, on Condition 
that all Damages done to the Road thereby ſhould 
be repaired at the Expence of this Corporation; 
but his Grace having declined granting ſuch Per- 
miſſion, we have applied to the Skinner's Company 


for a Road over their Land, and have not yet re- 


ceived their Anſwer. | > 
We apprehend the Gravel will produce a Profit 
of about TWO HUNDRED POUNDS per Acre, 


for every Yard in Depth.
